MULLEN QUOTED nation- 
al figures on the effects of 
new industry inte an area. 
He said for each 150 new em 
ployees who come to &@ com 
munity it creates a need for 
300) «additional housing units 
by bringing in 1000 mere new 
people to the area. 

He also said that $1 in as 
sessed plant value was equal 
to $4 in assessed residential 
value 

Mullen also explained that 
the ideal condition is to have 
a basic industry which brings 
in outside money. He pointed 
out that Disneviand was the 
most prominent of this type 
industry in Orange County, 

He compared the bringing 
in of outside money with an 
industry of this type to that 
of a local industry which ddds 
to the economy of a com. 
munity but circulates the 
same money within the area. 
You need both for the best 
conditions, he added. 

“The program which I 
have outlined is not nearly 
as expensive as you might 
think.”’ Mullen said, 

“WE SPENT. about $1,000 
over a two-véar peried in de- 
veloping this pian which has 
worked so successfully for us 
in the Newport Harbor-Costa 
Mesa area,” he explained, 

In closing, Mullen stated
